Chihuahua, Durango and Coa-

HAVE just returned from a three weeks’ 
trip through Chihuahua, Durango and a sec- 
tion of Coahuila, where the political, economic 

and military conditions were investigated at first 

hand. 

Because of the hostility of the petty Carranza 
officials toward Americans, coupled with an ab- 
solute ban on American correspondents, it was 
necessary to make the trip incognito. For ap- 
proximately a year American newspaper men have 
been on the Mexican blacklist in the Northern 
States of Mexico. With the exception of one 
foreign correspondent, who has been allowed to 
remain at Chihuahua City, no representative ‘of 
an American newspaper or press association has 
successfully run the Carransa blockade in the 
northern section. 

The activities of All Baba and his forty thieves 
pale into insignificance before the activities of 
some of the “Generals” in control of sections of 
Northern Mexico. 


Everything Grist for Graft Mill : 

Here are the high spots in the carnival of 

crime: 
Mines, owned principally by Americans, are 
being robbed of their high-grade ore, which is 
being smuggled across the border into El Paso 
and other frontier towns. Carranza has an em- 
bargo on metals and the American Government 
maintains a tariff on precious ore. Through the 
connivance of at least one of Carranza’s repre- 
sentatives at Juarez silver {s being shipped around 
the American customs house without payment of 
duty. 

All available animals—cattie, horses and mules, 
have been comamndeered by Carranza Generals 
for the ostensible use of the Constitutfonalist 
forces. The animals in many cases become the 
personal property of the Carranza Generals. They 
are run across the border or hidden away on 
isolated ranches. 

Carranza Generals are falsifying their rosters. 
Where they are supposed to have thousands of 
troops they have only hundreds. The pay for 
these mythical troops is pocketed in many cases 
by the Generals, and the rations are converted 
into money, cattle or lands by the Generals. In 
the States of Durango and Chihuahua there are 
supposed to be more than 50,000 Constitutionalist 
troops. There are approximately 12,000. 

The dilapidated railroads are in control of the 
Generals and are being used for the purpose of 
shipping loot out, while individuals are unable 
to get railroad service at any cost. 

Because of the theft of horses and mules, to- 
gether with farming implements, the ranchers in 
the foothills of the Great Divide and the farmers 
in the Laguna district, around Torreon, are un- 
able to raise crops. Less than 80 per cent of the 
normal crops have been planted this year. Men, 
women and children are dying of starvation in 
the streets of Chihuahua, Torreon and Durango.

‘for American gold. The peso, which is 
worth approximately 8 cents, has virtually 
no purchasing power. 

Because of the lack of faith tn the Carranza 
money, merchants are maintaining high prices. 
for every commodity, while the peons are re- 
ceiving from 9 to 15 cents @ day for their labor, 

American counterfeit money {is being dumped 
into the rural sections in payment for stolen sil- 
ver and other metals. There is virtually an open 
market in Chihuahua where those on the fuside 
may purchase this counterfeit paper by the bun- 
ahs professional! looters have overlooked noth- 
ing of value. A thriving business is being carricd 
on in stolen hides. Like the metal and cattle, the 
hides are shipped to Bl Paso and other frontier 
towns, where they bring fancy prices. The on- 
tire traffic is being carried on by officials.

Judge Lamm is in perfect harmony with 
the other leaders of his party in oppos- 
ing any remedial legislation inthe inter- 
est of the farmers and, just as the Repub- 
lican leaders attempted to arouse the 
American people in opposition to the 
Federal reserve banking act, so is he 
attempting to arouse the people of Mis- 
souri against a State rural credit system; 
indeed, the leaders of his party opposed 
the recently enacted Federal farm loan 
act. It seemns that Judge Lamm, by in- 
ference at least, approves the Federal 
farm loan act, and maintains that this 
bill is adequate to render sufficient aid 
to the farmers. This is one of his spe- 
cious reasons for opposing the Gardner 
land bank bill. In so far as he com- 
mends the Federal farm loan act, which

State’s Ability to Finance 
Proposed Bank; Candidate’s Plan 


“Judge Ilamm seems greatly perturbed 
about the State’s ability to finance the 
bank at the beginning. If I am elected 
Governor, I shall pursue the course fol- 


‘lowed by business men under similar 


conditions, namely, the accumulation of 
the capital by installments. For instance, 
I would ask for 25 per cent of the cap- 
ital stock the first year, and 2 per cent 
for each remaining year of my term. 

‘Is it to be understood that if there Is 
merit to the plan that a great State like 
Missour!, whose future hinges on the 
development of agriculture, can afford 
to hesitate? What is our history with 
reference to public enterprises? We ap- 
propriated a million dollars to the St. 
Louis World’s Fair. We have appropri- 
ated over $3,000,000 for a new State 
House, and hundreds of thousands of 
dollars for other State institutions when- 
ever the necessity required. 

‘It must be borne in mind that the 
chief source of loaning capacity comes 
from the turn-over realized from bond | 
sales with the best security on earth 
behind them—namely, Missouri farms. 
There is not a particle of hazard in such 
a transaction. It is s0 elemental that it 
is not even considered a financial risk 
at all. 

‘“‘My opponent says my plan is crude, 
yet practically every student, author 
and authority in America on land credits 
have held otherwise, including Prof. 
Fetter, professor of economics of Prince- 
ton, and ex-president of the American 
Economic Society—a man who has trav- 
eled all over the world studying this 
question. 

“IT particularly call attention to the 
fact that a year ago while the Federal 
bill was being discussed the great con- 
vention of the National Grange assem- 
bled in San Francisco, Cal., representing 
every congressional! district in the Unit- 
ed States, and after studying all foreign 
plans and all proposed American plans, 
without a dissenting vote agreed that 
the Missouri idea was the model plan. 

“Judge Lamm states that the Gardner 
land bank bill is in violation of Section 
26, Article 12, of the Constitution of Mis- 
souri. I am persuaded that this is a po- 
litical rather than a legal opinion. The 
section referred to reads as follows: 

“Section 26. Act Creating Banks 
to Be Submitted to the People 
—Exception. No act of the General 
Assembly authorizing or creating 
corporations or associations | with 
banking powers (except banks of de- 
posit er discount), nor amendments 
thereto, shall go into effect, or in 
any manner be enforced, unless the 
same shall be submitted to a vote of 
the qualified voters of the State, at 
the general election next succeeding 
the passage of the same, and be ap- 
proved by a majority of the votes 
cast at such election. 

‘“‘Now the Forty-eighth General As- 
sembly passed the act establishing the 
Missouri land bank and rural credits 
and in accordance with the express 
terms of the section cited, the bill is now 
being submitted to the people under the, 
initiative clause of our Constitution. The 
people know precisely what they are 
voting on. Not only that,-but they are 
delegating to the Legislature, as they 
have a perfect right to do, the power to 
‘enact other special laws to amend andi 
to improve the said act, or to supply 
omissions or correct defects therein.’ 
The proposed amendment changes the 
Constitution in three respects: 

‘1. It authorizes the Legislature to 
amend and improve, supply omissions 
and correct defects in the bill, there- 
by repealing that portion of the Con- 
stitution which provides that no such 
amendments shall be made until sub- 
mitted to the people. 

‘2. It authorizes the General As- 
sembly to appropriate $1,000,000 as a 
loan to the land bank. 

‘8. It authorizes the Legislature to 
exempt the assets of the land bank 
and its bonds from taxation. 

‘In regard to the legal aspect of the 
proposed amendment, when a majority 
of the people shall have voted in favor 
of this amendment, it becomes the ex- 
pression of the sovereign will and as to 
all subjects covered these amendments 
are substituted for and suspend those 


}provisions of the Constitution now in 


force. 

“It is apparent, therefore, that this 
objection of Judge Lamm to this bill, as 
are his other objections, it captious. He 
searches for, takes notice and makes 
much of imagined faults and defects. 
No rural credit bill of Democratic origin 
would ever meet with Judge Lamm’s ap- 
proval while a candidate for Governor 
on the Republican ticket. He is not sit- 
ting as a Judge, but is a candidate cav- 
fling at a constructive measure with 
which his opponent is identified. 

“In every move made by me in con- 
nection with the land bank bill, I have 
followed the advice of able and disin- 
terested lawyers. The bill was passed 
by the General Assembly, composed 
largely of lawyers. It was not passed 
hurriedly, but after due deliberation. It 
was not passed as a party measure. 
Forty-five of the 65 Republican members 
of the Legislature voted for the bill, six 
being absent. In denouncing the bill 
Judge Lamm questions the intelligence 
of a majority ofthe Republican mem- 
bers of the last Legislature. If you think 
the prineiples therein contained are 
sound, I beg of you not to be dissuaded 
from voting for the amendment because 
of the fault finding of Judge Lamm, the 
candidate. 


Reduces Land Tax, He Says. 


“Now, as to the statement as to the 
‘single tax,’ nothing could be mere far- 
fetched nor a greater fallacy. Single 
tax means that all tax is to be levied 
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mated there are more than $1,000,000,000 
worth. No one has ever suggested that 
this was single tax. No one has ever 
Buggested that exemption from taxation 
of billions of dollars of United States 
bonds was single tax. But when it is 
proposed to cheapen money for the 
farmer by exempting the bonds on 
which his loans are secured from taxa- 
tion the Republican party advances the 
hackneyed argument that it is single 
tax. This is in keeping with all of Judge 
Lamm’s criticism of the State land bank 
system. I do not believe the Missouri 
farmer will be misled by this sophistry. 

“My opponent’s construction of the 
economic plan on which the ryral credit 
system is founded is entirely faulty. 
For instance, he says that one-half of | 
per cent on the million dollars loanéd 
would produce only $5000 per year. He 
is in error here to the exact amount of 
100 per cent. The bill plainly and spe- 
cifically states that this sum is to be 
paid over the whole period of 2 years. 
He says further that no provision is 
made for accumulation of surplus. He 
entirely overlooks the fact that the-cap- 
ital stock furnished the institution of 
the State does not pay dividends. Hence 
the interest accruing from the use of 
this capital would produce a very large 
surplus. 

“Now, the public is entitled to know 
just where my distinguished opponent 
and the Republican party of this State 
stand on rural credits. To sum up he 
says my plan is unnecessary from any 
viewpoint because of the Federal sys- 
tem. His party's national platform in 
Chicago condemns the Federal system 
as ineffective. He says in his Spring- 
field speech, “We stand for rural cred- 
its by an efficient and just law.’’ Now, 
I believe it is his duty to tell the people 
frankly why he commends a bill which 
his national party condemns and what 
sort of a law he would call equitable 
and just. And in the event of his elec- 
tion as Governor, what he would do to 
carry out the people’s mandate to es- 
tablish a State land bank. Judge 
Lamm’s remarks with reference to State 
rural credits are hypercritical and clear- 
ly intended to confuse the people. He 
first says that he was opposed to any 
State rural credit system because un- 
necessary. He afterwards modifies this. 
in his Springfield speech, but does not 
state how or when he would inaugurate 
a rural credit system in Missouri. The 
national platform disposes of the rural 
credit system with 20 words. The Mis- 
souri State Republican platform dis- 
poses of it with 28 words, and yet Judge 
Lamm has devoted practically all of 
his speeches to this subject. 


Good Roads Policy. 


“Our present Democratic administra- 


tion in Missouri has aroused a keen in-| 
terest in road development in this State. 
Not only men, horses and alitomobiles 
follow good roads, but civilization and 
religion as well. They are the servants! i 
of the farmer and the city man. This) 
agitation has been going on in Missouri 
for a great many years. The time has 
come for earnest, active, united effort 
along this line. 

‘We must have a system of State 
highways built by the State—and the 
cities must’ pay their just part exactly 
as has been done and found so profit- 
able in other great progressive states. 
We have in Missouri at the present 
time 125,000 miles of road and we are 
confronted with the statement. that 
about 65,000 miles, or about one-half of 
the total mileage, is absolutely unim- 


naturally in those communities where 
the people have been unable to cope 
with the situation; which is largely re- 
sponsible for the lack of development 


onstrates clearly that the work shoul¢ 
be done by the State and that the peo- 
ple in those communities should re- 
ceive help from the State for that pur- 


pose.

Missouri. I found that he had perfected 
a serum to prevent the spread of the s0- 
called hog cholera. As a result he was 
saving a million dollars annually to the 
farmers of this State—more than the en- 
tire cost of our university. Further, this 
method was saving $18,000,000 to the 
farmers of these United States. When I 
become Governor I will look more close- 
ly to the needs ef the university and es- 
those departments where origi- 
nal work is and showld be done. The 
installation of a visual Mbrary for free 
circulation of picture films in community 
centers opens a new and wide field. The 
establishment ef a merchandising 
where our country merchants 
could cues the advantage of two weeks’ 
lectures, would save the State millions 
of dollars annually. Should I be elected 
Governor I should encourage county 
fairs, the State Board of Agficulture anid 
all similar movements, including liberal 
support for our splendid Rolla Schoo! of 
Mines. 

“After all is said and done, our rail- 
roads of America are a monument to en- 
terprise. They have been empire build- 
ers. Their value as developers and mak- 
ing the nation from East to West a uni- 
ty has been inestimable. As they are 
servants of the people, the State must 
at all times demand prompt and efficient 
service. To do this and pay good wages 
the State must allow fair and reasonable 
freight and passenger fares so that a le- 
gitimate return may be had upon their 
investment. I do not mean watered 
stock. I admit that I am not posted as 
to. whether their demand for increase ‘s 
justified. I would approach the subject 
with an open mind and hear all sides. | 
should fearlessly announce to the Legis-. 
lature my conclusions end let the chips 
fall where they might. 

Eleemosynary Institutions. 

“It is claimed by our physicians that 
our eleemosynary institutions could be 
made more efficient and responsive to 
public demands if they were in charge of 
a central board and if removed from pol- 
itics, As a layman I would favor such 
a law if it is shown to be practicable 
and one which would not saddle on the 
State additional expenses without com- 
pensating returns. I would oppose the 
creation of any additional boards or 
other bodies at this time unless condi- 
tions should arise showing imperative 
necessity for such a change. 

“We are told that our legal code is ar- 
chaic and out of date. This is a mat- 
ter in which the State Bar Assoolation 
should assume the leadership. I should 
be governed by their guidance and that 
of the lawyer members of the Legisla- 
ture, and give my full support to any 
measure looking to a more speedy and 
adequate administration of justice. The 
Democratic platform provides that the 
peopie must decide by ballot as to 
whether a constitutional convention is to 
be called. 

“I believe the time ts now upon us 
when even our busiest citizens may no 
longer shirk their part of the responsi- 
bilities of government. Many of us have 
been loud in our criticisms of others, 
yet refusing to serve our fellow men 
when called upon. If I am elected Gov- 
ernor I shall appoint to office the high- 
est type of men and shall insist that 
they serve even where it will be a per- 
sonal sacrifice for them to do so. I 
shall see that our boards, other than 
professional, are made up of our people 
from all walks of life. Efficiency shall 
be my chief aim in selecting men for 
office. 

“Missouri is fortunate in that as a 
rule employer and employe live in har- 


labor are seeking a basis that is fair to 
both and co-operation seems to be the 
keynote that is guiding them in working 
out the difficult problems which have 
arisen. I believe the State should enact 
a rn workmen's compensation act 
that Is just and satisfactory to all. The 
law should protect a man who is en- 
gaged in any hazardous work, against 
the day when by accident he may be 
thrown out of employment, helpless and 
penniless. 


“The nationa: campaign has opened, 
and the Republican candidate for Presi- 
dent has now completed his swing 
around the circle. He has harrangued 
the people about our foreign policy with

“For the love of God give me corn;

Laviaga shouted, and made a threaten- 
ing move toward the door.

The old man and his wife, ragged, 
dirty and barely able to work, moved 
silently away from the car. A little gir]; 
probably 6 years old, asked for some- 
thing to eat. She wore nothing except 
the remnants of a man’s undershirt, 
which was as dark as her skin. It 
looked as if it would fall to pieces if 
washed. 

Laviags told her to go to her father 
and not bother him. Her father was 
dead, she eaid, and her mother sick. 

“Get away from here! If you come 
again you will be whipped,” he said. 


The child’ went away, and Laviaga 
continued to recount the story of the 
great wealth that was to be amassed 
within his domain. 

A group of ranchers came to the door 
and asked for corn. 

“What have you got to trade?” La- 
viaga asked. 

Three of the ranchers had nothing. 
They said their livestock had all been 
stolen. Two others said they had sev- 
eral head of cattle. One had a bull. 


To the three that were without prop- 
erty of any sort Miguel gave a bushel 
of corn each. He took out a mortgage 
on their new crops whereby he would re- 
ceive threefold in payment at the har- 
vest time, 


The man with the bull was promised 
two and a half bushels of corn when 
he produced the animal. The cows wers 
traded in for a bushel and a fraction 
each, 

The little group withdrew, and one 
of Laviaga’s minions prepared to con- 
summate the deal. The corn came from 
the army supply. It costs about 75 cents 
a bushel on the border and the freigh: 
is paid by the Federal Government. One 
day Laviaga is reported to have trad- 
ed Government corn for more than 1 
head of cattle. The cattle are pastured 
on his ranch. 

Following the conversation I received 
a message to the effect that Laviaga 
was in a position to put 10000 head of 
good horses across the border. The 
horses would be delivered at Santiago 
for $2% gold a head. It was suggested 
that they could be turned over to the 
American or allied armies for approxi- 
mately $150 a head. 

The statement that Laviaga could pro- 
duce 1000 head of horses was received 
with great surprise, because it is al- 
most impossible to get a horse at any 
price in the vicinity of Duarango. 

Virtually every horse of any value 
has been commandeered. The farmers 
have nothing except burros, which are 
too small and too slow to work the 
lands. In Durango and Torreon there 
are a few dilapidated cab horses. They 
are unfit for work of any sort, and 
manage to drag the rickety cabs over 
the cobblestone streets with great diftt- 
culty. If they appeared in the United 
States the humane societies would or- 
der their execution. 

A Thrifty Consul, 

While “Don” Miguel was unfolding 
the story of the great grafting sys- 
tem, Gerald Norton, the British Con- 
sul ad interim at Durango, walked 
nervously up and down the adjoining 
tracks. Mr. Norton is acting while 
George Graham, the regular Consul, 
is on leave. He has been in charge 
of the consulate for approximately 16 
months. When the American consular 
representatives were withdrawn from 
Northern Mexico after Carranza was 
recognized, Mr. Norton took charge 
of the interests of the United States.’ 

Mr. Norton has lived in Durango for 
approximately 20 years. He is inter- 
ested in mines. Although he has re- 
sided in the country for almost a 
quarter of a century he has never 
found a bonanza. 

He is a short, plump, gray haired 
man of about 55 years. A pair of blu- 
ish-green eyes twitch nervously be- 
hind spectacles. Despite his long Mex- 
ican residence, Mr. Norton is a “Brit- 
isher” from the sole of his London- 
made boots to the brim of his well- 
worn straw. 

As soon as Laviaga was disengaged, 
Mr. Norton entered the car and con- 
ferred for half an hour. When he 
emerged, with a packet of papers 
neatly tucked under his arm, he ap- 
peared to be perfectly satisfied with 
the results of his conference. 


In the evening I met Mr. Norton 


in the Plaza of Santiago. 

A Very Successful Day, Indeed. 

“Very successful day this has been,” 
His Brittanio Majesty’s representa- 
tive said. “Miguel and I are in part- 
nership in several mining properties. 
Today I denounced two mines for- 
merly owned by Americans, and I 
took Miguel in on them. I belleve 
they will be paying properties. They 
have been worked for a good many 
years by the American owners, and 
from the information I have concern- 
ing them I am eatisfied that we will 
be able to make a neat sum. On the 
dump of one of the properties there 
are approximately 20,000 tons of low- 
grade ore; on the other dump there 
are something more than 10,000 tons. 
I feel quite sure that we can net at 
last $1 a ton on all this, It cost me 
something less than $250 to denounce 
both properties, so you see that eyen 
though we do not handle the min 
proper we will have a right neat lit- 
tle sum to begin with.” 

Mr. Norton then explained in great 
detail the Mexican system of denoun-- 
ing mines—the system which makes it 
possible for an outsider to take up 
properties which are apparently owned 
by others. The word ‘‘denouncement”’ 
is virtually synonymous with the Amer- 
ican “taking out a claim.” 


After the original denouncement has 
been made the individual or company 


in whose name the property is listed, 


must pay taxes regularly. Failure to 
pay taxes makes the property subject 
to forfeiture. Mr. Norton explained 
that while the taxes on these proper-

Parade and Barbecue and Dance 
to Be Features of Fellow- 
ship Celebration. 


Several thousand German-born Ameri- 
cans throughout Missouri are expected 
to be at Hermann, Mo., today for Ger- 
man Missouri day, the purpose of which 
is to foster the good fellowship spirit 
among the Germans in Missouri and in- 
cidentally to raise a benefit fund for 
German prisoners of war in Siberia. 
Charles Nagel, Secretary of Commerce 
and Labor under President Taft, will 
speak. 

Six special cars will carry the St. 
Louis contingent of 800, leaving Union 
Station at 8 o’clock today and arriving 
in Hermann at 10:10 a. m. Returning 
St. Louisans will leave Hermann at 8:30 
Pp. m., arriving in St. Louis at 10:10 p. m. 
A feature of the program announced 
by George Voges, secretary of the Ar- 
rangements Committee, will be a pa- 
rade in the morning, with floats repre- 
senting German customs, societies and 
dances. Three bands will furnish mu- 
sic. Special sermons will be preached 
in the morning in all churches. At 
noon, a barbecue will be held on the out- 
skirts of the town. About 2000 pounds of 
beef, pork and mutton will be barbe- 
cued. There will also be a chicken din- 
ner. A Gance will be given in the 
evening. 

German day will formally open at 2 
p. m., when George Kling, Mayor of 
Hermann, will make an address of wel- 
come. Speeches by Charles Nagel, Judge 
Albert H. Nippert of Cincinnati, and 
B. P. Kenkel, editor of the St. Louis 
Amerika, will follow. Judge Nippert 
recently returned from Germany, where 
he was a guest of the Kaiser and of 
Generals on the east and west fronts. 
He will present an intimate picture of 
present day‘ conditions in Germany. The 
afternoon program will close with a 
musical program of native songs by the 
assembled singing societies. 


THREE SPIES ARE CONDEMNED 
TO BE SHOT IN THE BACK 


Austrian and Two Italians Charged 
With Attempt to Burn the Fort 

of Genoa. 

ROME, Sept. 2—An aAustrian spy 
named Larace and two Italians have 
been condemned to be shot in the back 
by the Ancona courtmartial for com- 
plicity in the attempt to burn the port 
of Genoa. With this oonspiracy, it 
seems, were connected explosions in mu- 
nition factories in Milan and elsewhere, 
aggregating in damages a total of sev- 
eral millions of dollars. 

The Austrian, who was at the head of 
the plot, sought out Italian criminals, 
gaining an ascendancy over them so that 
he could command their co-operation for 
only nominal sums. In one case the price 
for an attempt to blow up one of Italy’s 
breatest steel works at Terni was about 
$80. If this attempt had been success- 
ful it would have retarded military op- 
erations for several montha.

The victims were a British 
trader named R. J. Bridges, and at least 
five children, whose bodies were found 
mutflated with axes and knives. An- 
other child, who is missing, is believed 
to have been carried off by the cannibals 
and feasted upon.

|CHINA'S FOREIGN TRADE DECLINES 


Foreign Wars and Internal Troubles 
the Cause. 

PEKIN, Sept. 23.—China’s foreign 
trade declined to $534,482,172 in 1915, 
$278,139,140 representing imports and 
$256,343,032 exports. Compared with 
1914, the imports decreased $103,252,- 
586 while the exports increased $17,- 
671,191, the net decrease being about 
$85,000,000. 

In 1918 China’s record foreign trade 
amounted to more than $700,000,000;. 
in 1914, upward of $600,000,000; in 
1915; more than $500,000,000. Thus 
foreign wars and internal troubles 
cut off annually an average of near- 
ly $100,000,000 of trade; and yet in 
1915 native merchants prospered in 
many instances as never before, par- 
ticularly in dyes, opiums, teas and 
silks.

First Registration Will Be for 
Students in Regular College, 
Engineering and Architecture. 


SPECIAL SATURDAY WORK 


Curriculum for Year Embraces 
Subjects for Adults in Night 
and Week-End Classes. 


Work of the fall semester will begin 
at Washington University tomorrow, 
with registration in the college, School 
of Engineering and School of Architec- 
ture. Registration for the Saturday 
courses will begin next Saturday, and 
evening course registration will start 
Oct. 12. Night classes will start Oct. 16, 
for a term of 24 weeks. 

Classes will be resumed in the college, 
School of Engineering, School of Archi- 
tectiure, Medical School, Law Schoo! and 
Henry Shaw School of Botany Thurs- 
Gay. . 

In a report to Chancellor Hall on the 
result of the evening courses last year, 
Prof. F. W. Shipley, chairman of the 
Committee on Extension Courses, gave 
the total number of students in this 
work last year as 308, with registrations 
ir 450 courses. Of this number, 260 were 
men, many of them managers and super- 
intendents of business houses. Some,of 
them took technical courses for the Ir 
pose of making theinselves more effi!- 
cient in their business; others took pure- 
ly cultural studies. 7 

In the Saturday classes last year, 340 

students were registered in 450 courses, 
the majority being women. About half 
were teachers in the St. Louis public 
schools and the rest were society women. 
The following courses will te of- 
fered this year in the Saturday 
classes: English drama, tendencies 
in English poetry, advanced English 
composition, Faust in literature, Ger- 
man literature, Moliere and his time, 
the Greeks as a people, Latin litera- 
ture, Old Testament literature, His- 
tory of the Americas, the Roman Em- 
pire and the Christian church, inter- 
national trade and the tariff, method 
and theory of education, psychology, 
French, Latin, mathematics, chemis- 
try, physics, biology, science of the 
earth, the permanent and loan collec- 
tions of the City Art Museum. 
The following courses will be of- 
fered in the evening classes: History 
of the United States, principles of eco- 
nomics, American government, inter- 
national relations, argumentation and 
debate, English composition, advanced 
English composition, Shakspeare, phi- 
losophy, Spanish, chemistry, mathe- 
matics, architecture, structural steel 
design, reinforced concrete design, di- 
rect currents and direct current ma- 
chinery, alternating currents and al- 
ternating current machinery, general 
electical engineering practice, power 
plant operation, commercial testing 
of power plant machinery, machine 
design, applied mechanics.

Uniess all signs fall, the moment is | 
almost at hand when the Germans must 
shorten their lines on the western front. 
After nearly two yeara, in which the 
long trench lines have endured with lit- 
tle change from Switzerland to the sea, 
the time has come when all allied and 


neutral observers agree that a consid- 
erable change is imminent. And even 
in German comment ‘there has been 
plain evidence that some change is ex- 
pected. 
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This change its viewed ‘in different 
ways by various observers. Roughly 
speaking, ‘there are two sets of views. 
Not a few well-informed “military crtt- | 
‘fes inajst that the change will be a 
radical oné; that ft will mean the évac- 
uation of practically all of Northern 
France, a retreat either te a line run- 
ning from Verdun behind the Meuse as 
far as Meszieres and thence northwest 
to Lille along the Franco-Beilgian fron- 
tier, or else behind the Meuse as far as 
Namur and thence northwestward, cov- | 
ering Brussels and reaching the Schelat 
south of Antwerp. 

The:.second view is that the rettrement ; 
will be wholly limited and will amount 
to the surrender of the territory in the 
famous Noyon “elbow” or salient. If 
this latter view is correct, we shall 
presently see the German front with- 
drawn untfl the line passes south from 
Arras or even Lens to Lacon, covering 
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Quentin, and resting on the oid forts of 
La Fere from which potnt it will go 
southeast to meet the present line be- 
fore Laon and east of Solssons. 


Meeting the Losses. . 

To support their contention that the 
retreat will be to the Meuse and the 
French frontier or even to the Antwerp- 
Namtur-Merzieres line, the military ob- 
servers who hold this opinion bring for- 
ward the following arguments: 

First of all they point out that the 
Germans and their Austrian allies have 
lost since February not less than 1,500,- 
000 killed, wounded and prisoners, the 
prisoners alone amounting to 600,000. To 
replace this huge loss must strain their 
recruiting and training machinery to the 
utmost, even if there is still a plentiful 
supply of men. This last assumption is 
disputed, and evidence is produced to 
show that the Germans in some smal! 
degree and the Austrians to a consider- 
able degree are revealing the growing 
shortage of men, which is the first sign 
of inevitable defeat.

We 
were all convinced that the best we 
could hope to do was to get Mr. Davis 
safely out of the country, and then ob- 
tain such terms as had been given Gen. 
Johnston’s army, or, failing in thar, 
make the best of our way to the trans- 
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}most disheartening reverses of the Revo- 


adopt some definite plan upon which 
the further prosecution of our struggle 
shall be conducted. I have summoned 
you for consultation.

tal dissent we felt and were obliged to 
announce, to the program he had indi- 
cated, that respect was rather increased 
than diminished by what he had said.

We urged that we 
would be doing wrong to our men if we 
persuaded them to such a course; for if 
they persisted in a conflict so hopeless 
they would be treated as brigands, and 
would forfeit all chance of returning to 
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their homes.

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listen to no suggestion which regarded 
only his own safety. He appealed elo- 
quently to every sentiment and rerninis- 
cence that might be supposed to move a 
Southern soldier, and urged us to accept 
his views. We remained silent, for our 
convictions were unshaken; we felt re- 
sponsible for the future welfare of the 
men who had so hervically followed us; 
and the painful point had been reached, 
when to speak again in opposition to all 
that he urged would have approached a'- 
tercation. For some minutes not a word 
was spoken. Then Mr. Davis rose and 
ejaculated bitterly that all was indeed 
lost. He had become very pallid, and 
he walked so feebly as he proceeded to 
leave the room that Gen. Breckinridge 
stepped hastily up and offered his arm. 


I have undertaken to narrate very 
briefly what occurred in a conference 
which lasted for two or three hours. I 
believe that I have accurately given the 
substance of what was said: and that 
where I have put what was said by Mr. 
Davig in quotation marks, I have cor- 
rectly reproduced it, or very nearly so. 

Breckinridge and Brags Help. 

Generals Breckinridge and Bragg took 
no part in the discussion. After Mr. Da- 
vis retired, both, however, assured us of 
their hearty approval of the position we 
had taken. They had forborne to say 
anything, because not immediately in 
command of the troops and not sup- 
posed, therefore, to know their senti- 
ments 80 well as we did. But they prom- 
ised to urge upon Mr. Davis the neces- 
sity and propriety of endeavoring with- 
out further delay to get out of thé coun- 
try, and not permit other and serious 
complications to be produced by his 
capture and imprisonment, and perhaps 
execution. 


It was determined that we should re- 
sume our march that night for Wash- 
ington, Ge., one or two days’ march dis- 
tant, and orders were issued by Gen.

Papaya, of Pawpaw 
Family, Also Displaying 
Flowers and Fruit. 


Two unusually interesting trees are 
in bloom and fruit at the Missouri Bo- 
tanical Gardens. One, the deadly upas | 
of Java, is in the Varied Industries 
House, which ts in the range of green- 
houses in which the Floral Display 
House is located. The other, the carica 
papaya of the pawpaw family, is in 
the Economic House, in the Palm Con- 
servatory range. 

The upas at one time was erroneously 
supposed to give off fumes fatal to 
animal life. The fresh juice of the tree, 
however, is a virulent poison (Ipoh) and 


is used by the Sakais and other aborig- 
inal tribes of the Malay Peninsula to 
tip arrews., 

The bark of the upas tree is very | 
fibrous, and in Western India is used 
for making sacks; the bark is soaked | 


ened to be removed from the trunk as» 
a whole, a portion of the stem being 
left at the end to serve as the bottom 
of the bag. The flowers of this inter- 
esting tree are bright yellow and grow 
in clusters, presenting a very effective 
appearance. 

The carica papaya is a native of trop- 
ical America, and grows spontaneously 
in the wilds of Southern Florida. Hor- 
ticulturists are experimenting with it to 
try to improve its fruit and produc- 
tive qualities, through hybridization, for 
commercial purposes. This is the first 
time that the tree has borne fruit to its 
ripened stage in the Missouri Botanical 
Gardens. The carica is ordinarily a mo- 
moecious tree—that is, bearing only 
flowers of one sex. The tree which is 
now in fruit is dloecious—bearing flow- 
ers of both sexes. 

The fruit is fully matured. The flow- 


clusters. They are of rich cream color 
and waxy texture and not unlike the 
hyacinth in form, and are sweetly fra- 
grant. The fruit is bell shaped, with 
orange colored flesh, and is not unlike 
the canteloupe in taste, The frujts are 
made into sauces or conserves or eaten 
raw. From the fruit is extracted the 
papaya juice, which furnishes. the pa- 
paya of commerce. It is obtained by 
slashing the fruit and collecting and 
evaporating the milky juice in porce- 
lain receptacles, The granular sub- 
stance obtained brings from $4 to % a 
pound in the crude stage. The fruit is 
also used as a vermifuge and a cos- 
metic, and it may be eaten freely. It 
aids digestion. 

The juice of the fruit, or macerated 
leaves, if rubbed on anima! flesh will 
make it very tender, the milky juice of 
the fruit and leaves digesting the hard 
tissues. It is best to roll the meat and 
leaves together for a few hours. ' 

Another interesting thing tn the Boo- 
nomic House is a coffee tree full of 
beans. The jasimine, from which per- 
fume is made, isin bloom and its pow- 
ful fragrance perfumes the entire 
range of the Palm Conservatory.

of the Redeemer—Indorsed 

by Bishop Tuttle. 


How a descendant of Jacob may be- 
come a Christian and yet remain “a 
true Jew’’ will be explained by the Rev. 
Mark John Levy, a self-styled Hebrew 
Christian of, Philadelphia, in an address 
entitled “Israel’s National Social Free- 
dom in Christ,” which he will deliver 
tonight at 8 o’clock at the Church of 
the Redeemer, Euclid avenue and Wash- 
ington boulevard. 

Dr. Levy, who was formerly general 
secretary of the Hebrew Christian Al- 
liance of America, has evolved an elab- 
orate plan to Christianize Jews by the 
re-establishment of the Hebrew branch 
of the primitive church: The plan has 
the indorsement of Bishop Daniel 8, 
Tuttle of the Diocese of Missouri, who 
has agreed to co-operate with Dr. Levy 
in putting it into execution. 

Dr. Levy insists that Judaism and 
Christianity, as it was practiced ani 
promulgated prior to the Council of 
Nice, 325 A. D., and as it should be 
practiced and promulgated today, are 
not incompatible, and that any “true 
Jew’’ could embrace Christianity so 
practiced and promulgated without dis- 
loyalty to Israel.

He explains that prior to the Council 
of Nice there was but one church,

This church had 
numerous branches, divided according to 
races, all embracing Christianity in 
their creed, but each observing differ- 
ent national and social customs in their 
practice of Christianity. Hebrew Chris- 
tians then observed all the rites of 
Judaism. 
According to Dr. Levy, the Counctfl of 
Nice inhibited Jews from becoming 
Christians unless they renounced Juda- 
ism and discontinued the practice of 
Jewish national and _ social customs. 
“This Gentilizing of Christian Jews and 
the consequent withdrawal of practt- 
cally all Gospel from Jewry since ihe 
days of Constantine was,’’ he says, “‘the 
greatest wrong of the Christian era.” 
To right this wrong and to Christian- 
ize the Hebrew race Dr. Levy would 
re-establish the Jewish branch of ‘‘The 
Church Universal;” and to facilitate 
its re-establishment he would have ‘‘all 
churches of fhe Gentiles proclaim to 
Jews throughout the worlé that they 
are left free to obsérve the national 
and social customs of Israel when they 
accept Christ as the Messiah, accord- 
ing to the teaching and practice of 
Christ and the Hebrew Christians in 
the primitive church.’’ 
Dr. Levy has imcorporated his views 
in a signed memorial which Bishop 
Tuttle has agreed to present for adop- 
tion to the General Convention of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, which 
convenes in St. Louis Oct. ll. Similar 
resolutions are now under considera- 
tion by other Christian bodies. 
Affirms Belief in Christ. 
The resolution “affirms that neither 
Jew nor Gentile can be saved by works 
of the law, but only through the merits 
and mediation of Jesus Christ, the Son

TO START WORK ON MAINE 
MONUMENT IN .HAVANA 


Construction Will Be Started This 
Week — to Cost 
$100,000. 

HAVANA, Sept. 23.—Work will be 
commenced next week on the monu- 
ment in memory of the victims of the 
United States battleship Maine, blown 
up in Havana harbor in February, 
1898. The monument will be erected 
in a small park opposite the Santa 
Clara battery, near the wall of the 
Malecon. 

On either side of the memorial a 
staff will be placed on which will be 
hoisted the stars and stripes and the 
flag of the Cuban republic. The 
monument will be on a base 16 feet 
in height, the total height to be 67 
feet. 


The principal feature of the Maine 
monument’to be erected tn Havana 
will be the after-turret of the bat- 
tleship and two of its guns. These 
relics were presented to the Cuban 
Government by the American Con- 
gress. The monument will cost $100,- 
000, which was transferred for the 
purpose by President Menocal from 
unused credits after the Cuban Con-

“OF HUGHES AND 
THE PRESIDENT

Socialist Candidate Both Praises 
and Criticises Wilson, Ridi- 
cules Hughes. 


FOR THE 8-HOUR DAY 


“While Wilson Was Insisting on 
This, Muddling Opponent Was 
Eating Scab Dinner.”’ 


By Ledked Wire From the New York 
Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 23.—**President 
Wilson’s indorsement of the railway 
men’s demand for an eight-hour day 
was fine. It showed a high order of 
political intelligence. It is interesting 
to note that, while Mr. Wilson was in- 
sisting on an eight-hour day as ‘having 
the sanction of society,’ his muddling 
opponent was eating a ‘scab dinner’ in 
San Francisco.”’ 

So said one presidential candidate of 
another. It was Allan L. Benson, the 
cafididate of the Socialist party. 

Mr. Benson is not for Mr. Wilson. 
He does not believe that President Wil- 
son is for the workingmen, except when 
such a crisis as the railroad strike 
during a presidential campeign forces 
him to take a stand. Mr. Benson is, to 
say the least, an unusual candidate. 
Newspaper reporter, editor, magazine 
writer and author, he fs best known to 
America as a relentless critic. One of 
the things he likes best is a shorter 
work day for working people. 

“Not Thoroughly Converted.” 

‘T regret,” he said, “that President 
Wilson is not thoroughly converted to 
his own theory of the eight-hour day. 
It is a pity that he cannot see a neces- 
sity for other workers—those who 
haven't yet reached a position of organ- 
ized power which would enable them to 
paralize the nation’s industry. Most 
of the workers of America are still suf- 
fering under the 10-hour day, and great 
numbers are working even longer. Why 
has Mr. Wilson done nothing for them? 
Does he believe that society has sanc- 
tioned the eight-hour day only for some 
of the railway workers? 

“He approached the strike crisis in an 
}extra-constitutional capacity. Had he 
been thoroughly committed to the eight- 
hour principle, what might. he not have 
done in his constitutional capacity? He 
has urged upon Congress a law which 
prohibits interstate commerce in g00ds 
manufactured by child labor. I com- 
mend him for it. But if he actually be- 
lieved the eight-hour day is sanctioned 
by social usage, as he says it is, he 
might urge a similar law to prohibit 
commerce in goods manufactured under 
more than eight hours of labor. 

“Mr. Wilson ig a man of exceptional 
intelligence. He knows the conditions 
under which the vast majority of Amer- 
icans work. He says that the nation’s 
wealth has increased by $41,000, 000, 000 
since he became President. He must | 
also know that that wealth has not 
gone to the people who created it. He 
must know that the average worker 
is struggling along very little, if any, 
better than before. He must know that 
% per cent of our children never reach 
the high school. He must know that, 
under such conditions, we are not a 
prosperous nation. There is a class 
in America which is prosperous. Mr. 
Wilson, very intelligently, represents 
that class. 

Wilson 

“The main iigteranes “between Mr. 
Wilson and Mr. Hughes is a difference 
of brains. Mr. Hughes is rather slow 
mentally. He has carried on a cam- 
paign of trivialities which was much 
in vogue among the cheaper grade of 
politicians 40 years ago. 

“When Justice Hughes was nominated 
he resigned from the bench on account 
of the ‘crisis’ which confronted the na- 
tion. Ever since then I have been try- 
ing to fing out what he meant by the 
‘crisis.’ As’ near as I can figure it out 
from his speeches, it 46 the removal 
of the scientist and the appointment cf 
a horse doctor in the coast and ge0- 
detic survey. 

“I am not surprised at the exhibition 
Mr. Hughes is making. There never 
was any good reason for expecting any- 
thing else. He never was in any sense 
of the word a remarkable man, except 
for his Iuck in avoiding a bad reputa- 
tion which he deserved and getting a 
good reputation that he did not deserve. 
His reputation is.the result of favorable 
and entirely unmerited newspaper’ pub- 
licity. He has not changed, His first 
big case as a lawyer was the defense of 
New York Hlectric Light oorporations 
who were trying to evade a law com- 
pelling them to put their wires under 
ground. 

“Many persons had come in contact 
with fallen wires, but Mr. Hughes 
claimed that the Yaw interfered with 
property rights and was therefore un- 
constitutional. He won out tn the lower 
courts, but the higher courts called at- 
tention to the fact that there are other 
rights besides those of property. 

“As Governor, Mr. Hughes’ most not- 
able acts were the veto of the twessent 
fare law and of the law which aimed to 
give the people of New York City a five. 
cent fare to Coney Island, and the ap: 
pointment of a Public Service Commis- 
sion, a regulatory body which pleased 
the corporations so much more than it 
Pleased the people that they sought to 
have it made a constitutional body. 


“In a way, I believe, Mr. Hughes will 
have a place in history. I believe he 
will be known as the last thoroughly 
reactionary candidate whom it was 
deemed advisable for a great politica! 
party to place before the people. In the 
future the business interests themselves 
will find it necessary to put up candi- 
dates who are not quite so transparently 
servants of the ruling interests.”’ 
Successer to Debs.

400,000,000 POUNDS OF COPPER 
ORDERED BY BRITISH AND FRENCH 


Contract Calis for Delivery During 
First Six Months of 1917—Price 
About 27 Cents. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 28.—According to 
trade reports current in the financial 
district today, a big foreign order for 
copper aggregating over 400,000,000 
pounds, has been placed by foreign in- 
terests, chiefly British and French, with 
large producers in this country. These 
include the American Smelting & Re- 
fining Co. and the United Metals Sell- 
ing Co., which represent Amalgamated- 
Anaconda interests. The copper is to be 
delivered in the first six months of 1917. 

This contract is said to be unprece- 
dented in the history of the copper trade. 
No such purchase for delivery over any 
léngth of time has evér been made and 
the monthly delivery of about 175,000,000 
pounds is in itself equal to the maximum 
tcnnage ever exported. 

The total amount involved tn this 
transaction is said to be about $125,000,- 
000. The price to be paid for the copper 
ix not disclosed, but ft is believed to 
range between 26 and 27 cents a pound.

GOES 1:20 MILES IN 3 3-4 HOURS 


Two Men Pilot Military Kite Balloon 
of Dirigible Type With Planes 
on Ohfo Test Trip. 

WASHINGTON, Court House, Ohio, 
Sept. 23.—A military kite baloon today 
landed near here after a trip from 
Akron, Ohio, a distance of about 120 
miles, It was piloted by C. H. Roth 
and C. A. Wollen of Akron and made 
the trip in three hours and forty-five 
minutes. 

The balloon was of the dirigible 
type, shaped like a large cigar, but 
had no motive power. It was steered 
by means of planes and the trip was 
made for the purpose of testing the 
steering, elevating and lowering 
planes, to demonstrate their avail- 
abllity for navigation. 

The pilots said it was the first 
time such a trip in a balloon so equip- 
ped had been attempted in this coun- 
try and the idea was a new one and 
undeveloped in Europe. They said 
the fast time made and the perfect 
control maintained over the airship 
proved their contention as to the 
practical value of the planes for 
nandling a lighter-than-air machine 
without motive power.

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REPORTED SHOT 
DOWN IN ENGLAND 


One Destroyed in Southern Part 
of Essex; Another May Have 
Been Lost on Coast. 


MANY BOMBS DROPPED 


Number of Airships Participate 
in Raid on East Coast and 
Near London. 


By Associated Press. 
LONDON, Sept. 2%.—8:39 a. m.—One 


German airship and probably another 
was brought down during a raid over 
the Eastern counties of England and the 


outskirts of London last night, accord- 
Mihe to an official statement. One air- 
ship was brought down in the southern 
part of Essex, and it Is reported an- 
other fell on the Essex coast. 

An official statement issued 
before 3 a. m. said: 

“A number of hostile airships visite’ 
the east and southeast coasts of England 
tunight. Bombs were dropped in vari- 
ous places. 

“The raid is still proceeding. No re- 
rort of casualties or damage have yet 
been received.” 

A later statement said: 

“An attack by hostile airships was 
made on Lincolnshire and the Eastern 
counties and on the outskirts of London. 
The latter attack was made from the 
northeast and the southeast about mid- 
night and was beaten off by our anti- 
aircraft defenses. 

“One airship was brought down in 
flames in the southern part of Essex, 
and a report has been received that an- 
other fell on the Essex coast. The lat- 
ter report hitherto is unconfirmed. 

“‘No reports of casualties or damage 
have yet been received.” 

The raiders apparently did not come 
near London as on the occasion of the 
destruction of the L-21 Sept. 8 The sound 
of gunfire was fainter when the distant 
reports of anti-aircraft weapons shortly 
after midnight, heralded the approach of 
the raiders. The observers on the roofs 
and bridges of the city, however, were 
treated to quite a pyrotechnic display of 
shrapnel bursting around a Zeppelin vis- 
ible in the sky seemingly somewhere in 
the remote outskirts of London. 

This spectacle was of short duration, 
as the Zeppelin made off, finding the 
reception too hot, and the sound of the 
cannonade quickly died away. 

Distant flashes in the sky nevertheless 
indicated that the conflict had not yet 
finished, and it was an hour later—short- 
ly after 1 o’clock in the morning—that 
The Associated Press’s observer on a 
city bridge saw a small cigar-like object 
suddenly burst into a glow on the east- 
ern horizon. There was no vivid flame 
lighting up the sky, as Sept. 3, but the 
crowd of onlookers, still taking a sport- 
ing interest in the visitation despite the 
lateness of the hour, took it for granted 
that another Zeppelin had met its doom 
and enthusiastically cheered the prowess 
of the defenders.

In the last raid by German airships 
over England three weeks ago, a Zep- 
pelin was brought down in the London 
district. The crew of the Zeppelin was 
killed and later buried near the spot 
where the airship descended in flames. 
Lieut. William L. Robinson, of the Royal 
Flying Corps, was responsible for the 
destruction. of the raider and was 
awarded the Victoria cross for his ex- 
ploit.

BERLIN, Sept. 21 (by wireless to 
Tuckerton, N, J., Sept. 23).—Military cir- 
cles regard the situation with tnoreasing 
satisfaction. They assert that at no 
point are the allies making decisive 
gains. For the moment, at least, {t ap- 
pears that Hindenburg and Ludendorf 
have checkemated the allies. There is a 
feeling that the general pressure on all 
the fronts has decreased somewhat. 

The German situation about the 
Somme is characterized as “strongly 
firm and causing no worry.” The Ru- 
manian advance into Hungary shows 
strong signs of wavering and the re- 
tnking by the German-Hungarian troops 
of Petroseny in the {mportant Vulcan 
Fass is evidence of Mackensen’s press- 
ure in the Dobrudja. 

Mackensen’s dash into Dobrudja was 
marked by some of the vigor and energy 
of his Servian 4dvance. His Germans, 
Bulgars and Turks are now within 10 
miles of Constanza and the Bucharest 
railway, where Mackensen has been 
brought to a standstill by a desperate 
stand made by the Russians to prevent 
the railway and the famous Danube 
bridge, from falling into the hands of. 
the enemy, which might seal the fate of 
Bucharest. It is believed here that as 
soon as heavy artillery can catch up 
with him Mackensen will be able to 
hammer his way further north and cut 
the Constanza-Bucharest line.

IN NEW YORK AT 
ONCE NOT LIKELY 


Poll of Unions Shows Many 
Will Not Act on Strike 
Until After Wednesday. 


“ET PEOPLE GO HUNGRY’ 


Subway and “L” Trains on 
About Normal Schedule— 
Better Surface Service.

‘NEW YORK, Sept. 2.—No complete 
industrial tieup of the city will occur 
next Wednesday as called by union labor 


in support of the striking street car men. 
Proof of this came through a poll of the 
individual locals here which elicited the 
information from responsible officers 
that many of the strongest unions had 
decided to take no action on the strike 
declaration until Thursday or later. 

Further proof came through statements 
from leaders that it was not organized 
labors’ present intention to call out men 
in trades in which such action would 
bring “‘real hardship” upon the city. 

Still additional proof is contained in 
the revised estimates of genera] strike 
managers, who lowered the original fig- 
ures of from 600,000 to 600.000 to go out 
Wednesday, making new totals of from 
250,000 to 400,000. 

To all this must be added that, with 
hardly an exception, the more powerful 
unions, as regards both numbers and 
finances, hav» signed contracts with 
employers, and there is strong opposi- 
tion in these to their violation. 

Officers of the Typographical Union 
have already recorded this opposition, 
and they definitely will not g0 out 
Wednesday; others are following this 
lead, 

Leaders Appear Confident. 

Cheered by the action of President 
Samuel Gompers of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor, declaring emphatically 
in their support, general strike advo- 
cates appeared more confident today of 
their ability “‘to put it over’’ than ever 
before. 

“Let the people of New York go hun- 
gry; it will do their digestion good,” re- 
plied Secretary Ernest Bohm of the 
Central Federated Union with a laugh, 
when asked if general suspension of 
industrial work wold affect the city’s 
food supply. 

There was no great change in the 
traffic situation today. Subway and L 
trains maintained practically normal 
schedule and there was marked improve- 
ment In the surface car service during 
the day. Tonight the surface car service 
was practically abandoned as has been 
done -every night since the strike be- 
gan. . 

The traction lines were officially 
Placed upon the unfair list today by 
the conference of labor leaders. Ar- 
rangements have been made to picket 
the subway, elevated and  gurface 
lines, it was arnounced, to “discoy- 
er the patrons.” Penalties for riding 
upon these lines will be imposed on 
urion tnen, Ernest Bohm, secretary 
of the Central Federated Union, 
stated. 

The proposal to suspend work its based 
upon the contention that union men 
have no right to ride upon cars operated 
by strikebreakers protected by policemen 
and if they so ride they are menacing 
their personal safety. 

The State Bureau of Mediation and 
Arbitration announced that it would be- 
gin next Tuesday a searching inquiry 
into the traction strike. 

An injunction was issued by the Su- 
preme Court here today, restraining lo- 
cal officers of the Amalgamated Gar 
ment Cutters’ Association from calling 
out on strike members of the union who 
have individual contracts with employ- 
ers. The court also forbade acts of vio- 
lence and threats of intimidation. 


HUGHES SLIGHTLY AHEAD 
IN NEW YORK HERALD POLL 


Republican Recefves 14,062 Votes to 
12,408 for Wilson tm First In- 
stalliment of Straw Vote, 

NEW YORK, Sept. %.-—The first in- 
stallment of the New York Herald's 
presidential poll announced fn the Her- 
ald today shows that Charles E. Hughes 
has a slight advantage, but not egufficient 
to justify a prediction regarding the 

Poutcome of the election. 

Hughes received 14,062 votes to 18,403 
for President. Wilson. 

The California straw vote gave S797 
to the Republican nominee to 1476 for his 
.opponent. The President is 28 votes 
ahead tn the Washington State poll and 
has a slight lead in Oregon. The canvass 
in one time Republican strongholds on 
the Pacific Coast indicate the race is 
much closer than the Hughes managers 
had estimated. 

In the Southwestern States Hughes 
leads, only Arizona going te the Presi- 
dent In the straw ballot. “New York, 
Pennsyivania, New Jersey, Connecticut, 
Delaware and Maryland will be the 
scene of a hot. fight, with odds against 
the Democrats,” says the Herald. The 
Ohio Valley laboring population is ai- 
most solid for President Wilson. New 
England Progressives show a leaning to 
Hughes in a 8 to 2 ratio. 

In the 22 States in which test ballots 
have been taken Hughes leads in if, 
Wilson in 7.

BRING $2,000,000 
IN FUR AUCTION 


— 


Prices Paid 20 to 25 Per Cent 
Higher Than Those in New 
York Week Ago. 


More than $2,000,000 was paid for the 
furs sold in the Funsten Fur Exchange 
in what was said by Philip B. Fouk?, 
president of Funsten Bros & Co., to 
have been the largest fall sale of skias 
ever held anywhere. The exact figures 
will not be known until tomorrow. The 
sale closed last night, two days ahead 


cf the scheduled finishing time. 

According to buyers for the largest 
manufacturers of the United Staten, 
Germany, England, France, Russia and 
Canada, the prices paid for the furs in 
the slocal sale were 20 to 2 per cent 
higher than the prices paid at the sale 
in New York a week ago. They wero 
200 per cent higher than prices at the 
heginning of the European war. 

During the four days the sale was in 
progress 288 lots of furs, totaling 1,700,090 
skins, were auctioned off. Yesterday 
1,044,000 skins were sold. Of this num- 
ber more than 900,000 were muskrat 
furs. 

Prices Above Year’s Record. 

Furs of every description were sold 
at the auction, but the most eagerly 
sompeted for by the buyers were the 
seal, red fox, silver fox and beaver 
skins. The prices paid for all skins ware 
clove what they have been at any time 
this year. 

The sale was the third held by Fun- 
sten Bros. & Co., since the firm en- 
tered this field, and the amount of 
business done was three times ag great 
as that of the first sale, last January, 
and $600,000 greater than in March, usu- 
ally considered the best selling time of 
the year. 

About 800 buyers were at the sale a 
record number. 

In most instances the buyers were 
members of the firms for which they 
made bids on the furs auctioned. The 
sales were conducted from 9 o’clock in 
the morning until a late hour every 
night, and the buyers were served lunch 
and dinner in a fully equipped dining 
room in the Fur Exchange to prevent 
loss of time. 

Lunoh periods were from 1 o'clock un- 
til 1:30, and dinner was served from 
7 until 7:45 o’clock. A cabaret perform- 
ance was given for the tired buyers dur- 
ing the dinner period. Wine was served 
and the selling firm spent thousands of 
dollazs in providing for the comfort and 
entertainment of the buyers. A buffet, 
well stookea with fine liquors and cigars, 
was always at their service. 

Fun in Dull Mements, 

Durtng the dull moments at the Fur- 
Exchange and at their hotel it was cus- 
tomary for several of the buyers to get 
together and match coins, the odd man 
to win, for a pool to which each man 
contributed 9250, 

The largest buyer at the sale was W. 
Ittington of Ittington-Schild & Co. c¢ 
Moscéw and New York, who bid in 
$850,000 worth of the furs. Other large 
buyers were H. M. Koenigswether ‘of 
Paris, France, $200,000; B. Weingreen of 
London, England, 975,000; M. Cohen of 
London, $75,000, and J. Steiner, $75,000. 

A great many of the skins bought will 
be dressed and dyed in St. Louis at the 
Gibbons & Lohn company’s plant at 
Seoond and Spruce streets. This’ plant 
was established since the beginning of 
the war and has handled much of the 
busiriess which fermerty went te Laetp- 
sig, Germany.

KIFFIN ROCKWELL 
KILLED IN AIR FIGHT 
ON WESTERN FRONT 


American Had Been Decorated 
for Bravery as Flyer in 
French Army. 


WINSTON SALEM, N. C., Sept. 3B.— 
Kiffin Yates Rockwell, a young Amert- 
can, who has been serving with dis- 


tinction in the French aero corps on the 
western battle front, was killed this 
morning in a fight with a German air- 
craft. His death was announced in a 
cablegram from Paris received here late 
today by his mother, Mrs. L. A. Rock- 
well. 

Young Rockwell had been serving 
in the -French army since Dec, 80, 
1974, UWnassisted. he brought down 
four German aeroplanes in the aerial 
fighting around Verdun. For this 
feat he recently received a war cross 
and military medal from the hand of 
Gen. Joffre, who referred to him as 
“a bold and courageous pilot.” He 
had been mentioned frequently for 
bravery in the official reports 

Mrs. Rockwell had received a_ letter 
from her son enly a few hours before 
the news of his death reached her. He 
wrote that he was being transferred 
from Verdun to a more active sector. 

Kiffin and his brother, Paul, went to 
Europe in August, 1914, joining the 
French army. Paul was wounded se- 
verely during the first winter. He is 
now a war correspondent for several 
American newspapers. 

Rockwell Second Amertean Flyer to 
Be Killed in Action. 

Sergt. Rockwell of the Franco-Amer 
ican flying corps is the second Amer- 
icun flyer to be killed in action. Just 
three months ago, on June &, Corporal 
Victor Chapman of New York, also a 
member of the Franco-American corps, 
vas killed at Verdun in a battle with 
German aeroplanes, After it hecame 
hnown that Chapman had been brought 
down by Capt. Boelke, Germany’s most 
r.oted airman, who only a few days ago

Bergt. Rockweell recetved his first 
henors in May, when he was awarded 
the military medal shortly after he hai 
taken part In a raid over the German 
lh.es.

Killing of Patrolmen Dilion and Me-

The murdérs of Patrolmen Dillon and 
McKenna, of which the Lewis brothers 
are accused, were committed on the 
morning of April 7. About 7:50 a. m. 
Patrolman McKenna saw two men drive 
up in an auto which he had reason to 
believe was stolen to a gasoline filling 
station at 618 North Whittler street. At 
a Coroner’s inquest later the jury found 
that the men in the machine were Ora 
and Roy Lewis. 

McKenna questioned the 
placed them under arrest. While the 
policemen were talking to them, an- 
other stolen car, in which Roy later said 
were his brothers, Frank and Lee, drove 
up to the filling station, but its occu-

pants upon seeing the policeman, drove 
away and went to their home at 4253 
Athlone avenue. As they were going 
away, Ora Lewis, according to a con- 
| fession by Roy to the police, drew a 
revolver and shot McKenna, who died 
at the city hospital about 10 o'clock. 
The news of the killing of McKenna 
was flashed to patrolmen over the city 
and among those who began an imme- 
diate investigation was Dillon. Dillon, 
it seems, had been suspicious of the con. 
duct of men living at the Athlone ave- 
nue address, and he immediately went 
to the garage, back of the house, ap- 
parently to see if he could find there 
the machine which had carried away 


} the murderers of McKenna. 


Frank, Roy and Ora, according to 
Roy’s confession, were in the garage 


when they saw the policeman approach- 
ing. Roy said he went into the house, 


expecting his brothers to follow him. 
When they did not, he returned to the 
garage. There he found Frank and Ora 
with Dillon’s body between them. Ora 


suggested that they take the slain man 
into the county and bury him. This 
was done. 

When Potlceman Dillon failed to report 


Chief of Detectives Allender, Apri) 12 
last, named his brother Ora as the 
slayer of Patrolman McKenna, and told 
in detail of seeing the shot fired. He 
also said the killing of Patrolman Dil- 
Jon took place after Ora and Frank 
Lewis had gone to meet Dillon, and that 
the two brought back his body, wrapped 
in a blanket. Later, he said, Ora told 
him of ‘“‘ditching’’ Dillon's body in the 
country. 

The attorney for Roy Joe Lewis has 
lately mated that he would repudiate 
the confession. It was dictated by

Lewis and was signed by him in the 
resence of Allender and seven members 
of the detective bureau. The attorney 
said the confession was extorted by 
threats and hunger. Allender denied 
this. After making the confession, Lewis 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter he meant 
to plead guilty and ‘‘take the rope.”’ In 
testifying at the Coroner’s inquest, he 
voluntarily told substantially the same 
story as in his confession. 

Roy Joe Lewis’ confession begins with 
the story of a wire-stealing excursion 
to Hannibal and Mexico, Mo., which 
he and his brothers, Frank and Ora 
made, April & to 7.

We drove up to the garage and 
stopped, and when I got the garage un- 
locked, there was a motorcycle officer 
talking to Ora. 


“IT came right over, and he arrested 
us and took us over to the oil sta- 
tion. He told some man there to call 
up a police station, and Ora asked 
him if he could have a drink, and the 
officer said yes. 

“Ora got a drink of water, and the 
next thing I heard a shot fired.

I saw the gun ir 
Ora's hand. The gun was about two 
and a half feet away from the offi- 
cer’s head when Oro fired. 

“We then ran out the door and to-

We went back and got in the Ford 
car and drove east through the alley 
to our home, 4253 Athlone avenue, 
and pulled into the garage, and we 
just got the doors shut when we heard 
another machine, and we peeped out 


and saw Frank in the Hudson. We 
talked with Frank and decided to 
throw both cars away. * * §® 

“Ora (nearly an hour later) looked 
out into the alley and seen ‘a police- 
man coming down the alley. I said, 
‘Come on, let’s go out the front way, 
and he will never see us.’ I went on 
out, and Ora was in the door, and I 
thought they were coming. I went 
into the house and waited probably 
five minutes, and Ora came to the 
door and looked out. I went back to 
the garage, and Ora and Frank had 
the policeman (Dillon) wrapped up 
in a blanket. They had him in the 
Hudson car. 


“Frank said, ‘What will we do with 
him?’ I said, ‘Jesus Christ! You have 
killed him!’ Frank said, ‘Well, we got 
him, now what will we do with him? 
Ora said, ‘Well, we better take him 
out and throw him out or bury him.’ 

Joe Stayed Behind. 


“Frank then said, ‘Well, who's go- 
ing? Frank generally does all the 
driving when we are in the car. Ora 
said, ‘It don’t make any difference.’ 
Frank then said, ‘Well, Joe, you stay 
here and see what you can find out. 

“I went in and laid down. I woke 
up about 2 o'clock in the afternoon, 
when I heard somebody talking. Ora 
had come back on a bicycle. They 
had left with the officer’s body about 
9 or 9:30 in the morning. I came 
downstairs and asked Ora, ‘How did 
you make out? He said everything 
was all right. 

“Half or three-quarters of an hour 
later Frank came in, and I asked Frank 
how everything Was, and he said ¢¥e 
erything was all right. I asked Ora 
what he did, and he said: 


‘**We ditched him in the country.’ 

‘‘He did not say where, and there was 
nothing more said, as we did not want 
the folks to know anything. Frank and 
Ora told me «#ey took the policeman’s 
body out Into the country and ditched it. 
They did not tell me how they buried 
him or what they did with him. They 
said they abandoned the (Hudson) ma- 
chine out near the clay mines. 

‘In the garage on Athlone avenue, 
when they had the policeman’s body in 
the auto, I saw a hatchet and a shovel 
full of blood standing against the Hud- 
son car. Ora said, ‘We got to take that 
stuff out; it’s got blood on it.’ There 
was some blood on the cinders in the 
garage, and before they put the shovel 
in the car I took the shovel and shov- 


clea the bloody cinders into the coat.

And yet when 
we look upon the field of American 
business there are some things that 
disturb us. Some men seem to think 
that the way to advance American 
business is to walk backward and to 
attempt again the provincial policies 
which have characterized an age 
when we shut our doors agaipst the 
influences of the w6rld. 


Chief Cloud on the Horizon, 

“But the chief cloud that ts upon the 
domestic horizon is the unsatisfactory 
relations of capital and labor. There 
is only one way, gentlemen, in which 
the relations of capital and labor can 
be rendered satisfactory. That is by, in 
the first place, regarding labor as a 


and §n the second place, to regard labor 
as part of the general partnership of 
energy which is going to make for the 
success of business and business enter- 
prise in this country. So long as labor 
and capital stand antagonistic, the in- 
terests of both are injured and the pros- 
perity of America is held back from the 
triumphs which are legitimately its own. 

**You know that we have been a legal- 
istic people. I say with all due réspect 
to some men for whom I have a high 
esteem that we have been too much 
under the guidance of the lawyers, and 
that the lawyer has always regarded 
the relations between the employer and 
the employe as merely a contractural 
relationship, whereas, it is, while based 
upon contract, very much more than 
contractural relationship. It is a rela- 
tionship between one set of men and an- 
other set of men with hearts under 
their jackets and with interests that 
they ought to serve in common with 
persons whom they love and must sup- 
port on the one.side and on the other. 

‘Labor is not a commodity. It is a 
form of co-operation, and ff I can make 
a man believe in me, know that I am 
just, know that I want to share the 
profits of success with him, I can get 
19 times as much out of him as if he 
thought I were his antagonist. And his 
labor is cheap at any price. That is 
the human side of it, and the human 
side extends to this conception, that the 
laboring man is a partner of his em- 
ployer. 
“Tf he ts a mere tool of 
he is only serviceable a tool His 
enthusiasm does not ge into it. He 
does not plan how the work shall be 
better done. He does not look up on the 
aspect of the busines or enterprise as 
a whole and wish to co-operate the ad- 
ventage of his brains and his invention 
to the success of it as a whole. Human 
relationship, my fellow citizens, are 
governed, by the heart, and if the heart 
is not in it, nothing is in !t. 
“TI have recently been through an ex- 
perfence which distressed me, I tried 
to accommodate a difference between

“S-Hour Day Not Arbitrable.” 
“Before I consulted with them, I, of 


course, made myself acquainted with 
the points at controversy, and I learned 
that they were very simple indeed; that 
the men demanded an 8-hour day, and 
that in order to make the 8-hour day 
work they demanded that the railroads 
ray them one-half more for overtime 
than they paid them for the time in the 
regular day, the men alleging that that | 
was the only way they could obtain a 
genuine 8-hour day, by making the 
railroads pay more for the time beyond 
the eight hours than they paid for the 
time within the elgh@=hours. I saw at 
ence that there was one part of this 
that was arbitrable, but that, in my 
epinion, there was another part that 
wag not arbitrable. I do not regard the 
question of the principle of the eight- 
hour day as arbitrable. 

‘The first thing I told both sides 
before I requested their opinion was 
that I stood for the eight-hour day. 
I received no suggestion of any kind 
from either side as to what the basis 
of settlement was to be, except that 
the raflroad executives did suggest 
that Congress give them some sort 
of assurance that if the eight-hour 
day went into operation they would 
zet increased rates for the carriage of 
their freight. I pointed out to them 
that it was impossible to tell wheth- 
er they would need increased rates 
for the carriage of their freights. 

“We believe in the eight-hour day 
Lecause a man does better work with- 
in eight hours than he does within 
a more extended day, and the whole 
theory of it, a theory which is sus- 
tained now by abundant experience, 
is that his efficiency is increased, his 
spirit in his work is improved, and 
the whole moral and physical vigor 
of the man is added to. 

“This is no longer conjectural. 
When it has been tried it has been ' 
demonstration. The judgment of so0- 
clety, the vote of every Legislature 
in America that has voted upon it is 
a verdict in favor of the eight-hour 
day. 

Cites 80-Cent Gas Case.

“The reasonable thing to do is to 
grant the eight-hour day, not because 
the men demand it, but because it 
is right, and let me get authority 
from Congress to appoinnt a, com- 
mission of as impartial a nature as I 
ean choose to observe the results and 
report upon the results, in order that 
justice may in the event be done the 
railroads in respect to the cost of 
the experiment.” 

“That was the proposal which they 
rejected and which Congress put into 
law, a proposal which I made to them 
befere I conferred with it, which I 
urged upon them at eve conierence 
and which the one side rejected and the 
other siae accepted. I went to Congress 
and asked Congress to enact. I a.. not 
ask either side whether it suited them, 
and I requested my friends.in Congress 
not to aak either side whether if suited 
them. I learned before the controversy 
began, so far as I was concerned in it, 
that the whole temper of the legisla- 
tive body of the United States was in 
fayor of the eight-hour day. 

‘‘When I carried it to Congresa, some 
very interesting things happened.

CROSS-COUNTRY RECORD 


Now the euper-six holds all worth- 
while records, it {s claimed. The most 
coveted of all, the one that teste a car's 
endurance above all others, {s tho trans- 
continental race against time from San 
Francisco to New York. That record is 
now held by the Hudson super-six tour- 
ing car. 

Last May a well-knoyn car made the 
trip from coast to coast fn seven days, 
ll hours 63 minutes. 

That record, then considered unbeat 
able, was lowered four weeks ago by 
another make, which made the trip in 
five days 18% hours. 

The Hudson super-six made the trip In 
five days 3 hours and 59 minutes, beatinx 
the best time by 14 hours and 688 min- 
utes. 

A seven-passenger phaeton model was 
used by the Hudson. Both the others 
used roadster models. Hudson did not 
seek to reduce its carrying capacity. In 
fact at all times three and sometimes 
four passengers were carried, as well as 
baggage, which brought the weight of 
the car, loaded, up to approximately 500 
pounds. 

Three drivers piloted the car in this 
great test of endurance. A. H. Patter: 
son, the Hudson dealer at Stockton, Cal. 
started the trip, driving from San 
Francisco to Elko, Nev., 678 miles. The 
schedule called for the completion of the 
trip into New York in five days and 10 
hours. Patterson climbed over the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains, crossing the divide 
at an altitude of almost 9000 feet, and 
cut his schedule six and one-half hour« 

At Elko Ralph Mulford took the whee! 
and for 80 hours drove across the desert. 
Patterson again took the wheel at Lara- 
mie, Wyo., and drove the super-siz over 
the Rock Mountain range and across 
Nebraska into Omaha. The oar ieft 
Omaha with Mulford @riving, eight 
hours ahead of her time 

In Iowa Mulford came over the brow 
of a hill at © miles an hour and erw 
dead ahead of him a bridge, on which a 
herd of cattle blocked the way.

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GET RD OF BIRD THAT 
HAS A CHRONEG COLD 


Permanganate of Potash. Treat- 
ment May Effect a Cure if 
Begun in Time. 


Fall colds are likely to arrive 
soon. Some have, in fact, already ar- 
rived, but they are likely to be more 
prevalent in October and November. 
They are not so common when genu- 
ine winter sets in. 

A recent question answered on this 
page states that the inquirer bough* 
a cockerel to introduce into his flock 
which had a cold last season, that 
he has it again and that other mem- 
bers of the flo-« also have it. It is 
quite likely +t @* tt was introduced 
by this outside bird. This is a com- 
mon experience. A male bird that 
has a chronic cold, or that apparently 
has colds on slight . provocation, 
should be gotten rid of. The fact that 
he is a “fancy” bird and that a good 
price was paid for him doesn't make 
him any less dangerous. 

There are several varieties of so- 
called colds. Roup, the most com- 
mon, is a contagious catarrh, closely 
resembling influenza or la grippe in 
man. It attacks chiefly the mem- 
braneous lining of the eye, the sacs 
below the eye, the nostrils, the 
larynx and the windpipe. In the se- 
vere form it is attended by a high 
fever and is very contagious. The 
contagion is carried by the discharge 
from the diseased membranes. When 
dry it may be blown from one pen 
to another, or it may be carried 
around on the feet of the caretaker. 

In addition to the discharge there 
ig fever, dullness, prostration. The 
discharge thickens as the disease 
progresses. The birds sneeze; the 
eyelids may be stuck together; there 
may be swellings of the eye, or face, 
caused by pressure of the accumulat- 
ing secretions. When the windpipe is 
affected the bird wheezes and 
breathes with difficulty. Such a bird 
may make a good recovery, but it its 
likely to be weak in constitution 
thereafter, may carry the roup germs 
in ita body permanently and be a 
source of continual danger to other 
birds. 

If the case is severe, it is better 
usually not to treat the bird unless 
it is a valuable one. But treatment 
is often successful if given in time. 

Prevention of contagion should be 
sougrt by cleansing and disinfect- 
ing the premises, by putting per- 
manganate crystals tin the drinking 
water and by providing plenty of 
fresh air, though without drafts in 
cold weather. But if I had to choose 
tLetween drafts and foul afr I should 
prefer to have the former. 

I have often recommended the per- 
manganate of potash treatment, and 
I recommend it again. Some prefer 
boric acid one ounce, water one quart. 
Dip the bird’s head in the mixture 
and hold it there a few seconds. Do 
this three or four times in one treat- 
ment. Repeat twice a day. Perman- 


ganate of potash is used in the same 
way. Put about one dram in a auart 
of water. Before treatment the head 
is sometimes washed with salt wa- 
ter, and the secretions are pressed 
out of the nostrils. Swellings caused 
by abscesses are sometimes opencd 
by a sharp knife. 

It is a good plan at this time of 
year, even if you have no colds or 
roup, to keep a little permanganate 
in the water at all times. ut in 
enough crystals to color the water 
a claret color or a little darker. It 
le an excellent cleanser and germi- 
cide. Some flocks have never had 
water which did not have perman- 
ganate in it. I have a friend who 
says his birds are afraid to drink 
clear water. 

By the way, a douche of a perman- 
ganate solution is about the best 
remedy for a cold in the human head.

Probably White Diarrhoea, 

Can you tell me what ails my little 
chicks? I had a flock of 80 Barred 
Rock chicks up to a few weeks ago and 
then I began to lose them. They ap- 
parently became sleepy and stupid and 
would drop dead. A watery fluid came 
from the mouth and nostrils. I feed 
cornchops, bran, green vegetables 
scraps from the house. I also feed some 
sunflower seed which I raised myself, 
plenty of grit, etc. I was very  ‘roud 
of them. They hatched very well ané 
were lively until three weeks old. Myr 
R. I. Reds of the same age are nct 
sick at all—Mrsa. B. A. B., Fort Smith 
Ark, 

You really have not given any symp- 
toms by which I could judge of the dif- 
ficulty. You say that the birds get 
sleepy and drop dead and that a watery 
fluid comes from the mouth and nos- 
trils, but this would be likely to he t:ue 
no matter what the cause ‘might be. 
The most common (disease of little 
chicks is white diarrhea, and while I 
do not know that is the trouble, that 
would be my guess. Did you notice 
how the bowels acted? Were they: past- 
ed up behind, around the vent? This 
is usually the surest indication of white 
diarrhea, but sometimes they have it 
without showing it in this way. It is 
quite natura] that the Barred Rocks 
should have it while the others shouil 
not. Barred Rocks are naturally as 
healthy as Rhode Island Reda, but there 
must have been the germ of disease in 
your little Barred Rocks when hatched. 

It is a difficult disease to handle. 
What we can do chiefly is to attempt 
to prevent it by having the quarters 
clea@and the feed clean. The best pre- 
ventive I know of is the feeding of 
sour milk or buttermilk. Of course, if 
possible, you want to get further back 
than that and see that the grown fowls 
are not affected with the trouble, be- 
cause it may have been transmitted 
through the eggs. There are proprietary 
remedies offered for this trouble which 
have value. Personally I should not 
want to say that any of them gre a 
“sure cure.”” You can doubtless get ono 
or another of these remedies by appil- 
cation to your local poultry supply 
house. 


Case for a Purgative. 

Can you tell me the nature of the dis- 
ease which is affecting my chickens and 
ducks and, if possible, a remedy for it°’ 
The fowls are fat, they lay well, but I 
have had three hens within the last 
year which acted as if they had spinal 
meningitis. ‘Their heads would draw 
back and take thern to their haunches 
and cause therm to lose their balance. 
Laying hens have been the only ones 4o 
affected. I feed corn, rye, tabie scraps. 
They have free range and I keep the 
"Nice down. The ducks are Colored Mus- 
covy. I had a drake that was so af- 
fected. I gave it ginger and black pep- 
per and he recovered, but he gets a 
little attack of the same difficulty once 
in a while.—Mrs. C. A. K., Fort Smith, 
Ark, 

The difficulty may be some kind of 
nervous trouble similar to spinal men- 
ingitia, but I am inclined to think it is 
more likely to be a result of indiges- 
tion similar to what is called Mmber 
neck. This is due to poisons from the 
intestines. This results also in nervous 
trouble or paralysis of the nerves. The 
form of indigestion may be caused by 
eating moldy food or bad meat, or it 
may also be caused by intestinal worms, 
Effective treatment its difficult. The 
best is a purgative. Give a teaspoon- 
ful of epsom salts to about three fowls. 
Do this every other day, or give a cou. 
ple of teaspoonsful of castor oil a day 
to a grown fowl. This may not cure, 
but I do not know of any better rem- 


edy. 


Resembles Limber Neck. 


I have been losing a number of fowls 
lately. Their actions indicate Iimber- 
neck, but I have made a post-mortem 
examination and have found no vVer- 
min of any kind. I. don’t want to lose 
these birds, because I gave $10 for a 
sitting of eggs.—F. E. E., St. Louts. 
You do not say in detail what the ac 
tions of the birds are. Limberneck Is 
apparent in a paralysis of the muscl1s 
of the neck. It is caused by indiges- 
tion or by intestinal worms. The fact 
that you found no worms would nut be 
proof that the trouble {s mut Iimber- 
neck. I believe some do claim that 
worms are always present in cases of 
limberneck, but I think this is a rtis- 
take. I should recommend the same 
treatment as that recommended else- 
where in this column. Give a purga-

DEVELOP POULTRY INTERESTS 


FAYETTEVILLE, Ark., Sept. 23.— 


Arkansas has set out to develop her 
poultry interests, impelled by the 


) forceful example of Missouri and 
knowledge that, by reason of its 
mild climate, long summer season 
and late fall, the Stute is admirably 


adapted to the raising of pure-bred 
stock. 

In January, 1915, there was started 
at the Experiment Station here an 
egg-laying contest, the first in the 
history of the State. This contest 
ended with October of the same year. 
No amazing records were expected 
nor was any made, although the lead- 
ing pen, six fine utility specimens of 
Silver Wyandottes, averaged 127 egg> 
euch for the 10 montha. The first 
effort in that line was looked upon 
as an excellent beginning, and the 
second one is now in progress, hav. 
ing begun Nov. 1 and will conclude 
Oct. 31. 

During the period of the second 
contest to date the individual hers 
have averaged 88.6 eggs apiece, or 
nearly 20 more per hen than was 
recorded for the corresponding pe- 
riod of the initial experiment. The 
leading pen of five 8. C. White Leg. 
horns has a record of 617 eggs, be- 
ing owned by H. A. Sandhouse of 
Fayetteville; the second. the same

cf Fort Smith, has 142 eggs; Barred 
Plymouth Rocks are third on the 
list, the five owned by BH. F. Lines of 
Fayetteville having taid 575 eggs.

Outside en 
tries will be accepted with a charge 
of $10. 


Lime an Essential 
for Egg Production 


In an experiment conducted at the 
Missouri State Poultry Experiment Sta- 
tion. 20 hens in each of two pens were 
cared for exactly alike, except one p2n 
was supplied with crushed liime rock 
and oyster shell, while the other was 
not. The pen which was supplied with 
lime in some form laid 1600 eggs in the 
same time that the pen without lIime 
laid 161 eggs. This indicates that the 
feed and water contains only about 
enough lime for one shell for each 10 
other parts of the egg. 

There are many farms which do not 
contain enough lime to shell a dozen 
6gg3s, and in such case che fariner must 
either supply the lime in some form or 
be content with a small yield of eggs. 
No one can afford_to feed hign-pri_ed 
feed without first supplying the cqually 
important but cheap material for build- 
ing the egg shell. 

The lime may be supplied in the form 
of crushed oyster shell, crushed Itme 
rock, or a mixture of Iime, sand and 
water, then let dry and crush. 

Fowls need grit besides this Mme. 
Crushed flint, sand, etc., does not sup- 
Phy the lime, but they are good to grind 
the food.

T is a far cry from a sheltered 
home in St. Louis to a cabin in 
the wilds of the Rocky Mountains, 
from the thronging life of the 
city to the solitude of a frontier 


homestead, from the culture 
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of libraries and symphony con- 
certs to the culture of oats and potatoes, 
from a tourist in the centers of Europe to a hewer of 
wood and drawer of water. Such a leap from pote to 
pole of circumstances would be remarkable enough for 
& man; for a woman to achieve it, and of her own free 
will at that, seems to pertain to romance rather than 
to sober truth. Yet this is actually what has been ac- 
complished by a young St.. Louis woman, Miss Kather- 
ine Griffith Garetson, daughter ef James S. Garetson, 
president of a local lumber company. 

Incidentally, Miss Garetson has become the proud 
possessor of a real mountain. To be sure, it is not a 
large one; in comparison with the giants su 
it, her mountain has even received the diminutive title 
of “hill.”

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HERE is in operation, in a plant in St. 
Louis, a steam engine of a type differing 
from any other now running anywhere 
in the world. It is, technically, a rotary. 

Now a rotary steam engine may not— 
at first glance—mean much to you if you 
know nothing about power machines, but 

‘among engineers it will arouse a feeling of incredulity. 

- For several generations a rotary steam engine has 

_ been the ideal and the dream of inventors. No one 

_ knows how many hundred models and actual engines 

' devVised upon that principle have been constructed. It 

4s certain, however, that all were failures. In the 

~patent office in Washington, for instance, is a veritable 

-. graveyard of rotaries. 


- “The rotary engine in St. Louis is running now, as it 
‘has for months, to convince the skeptical that a power 
' generator of that type is possible. And whether you 
_ know much about engines—gasoline or steam-—these 
~ facts will interest you. \ 
_ First of all the engine proper is only a trifle larger 
‘than the engine in a Ford automobile. Under 100 
“pounds steam pressure, which is very low, it develops 
27 horsepower. Now steam engine horsepower is a 
“yery much greater thing than automobile horsepower, 
- which is an arbitrary term. Using a steam pressure 
_ of 600 pounds, which is the standard for Stanley steam 
~. automobiles, this rotary engine develops 162 horse- 
“power. It has no fly wheel, because the engine has no 
“dead center.” When running at full speed the engine 
will reverse instantaneously without a tremor, and 
‘without shutting off the steam. And most important 
__ of all, as will be shown later, the full force 
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First of all, there is a shaft running through the 
true center of the cylinder. Upon this is firmly fixed 
a round, rotating piston set off the center so as te 
move as an eccentric. 

Surrounding this piston but actually separated by 
roller bearings not visible, is a cylindrical sleeve which 
is pivoted upon a hinged arm which can be seen im 
the illustrations. This pivot and hinged arm permit 
an oscillation both Vertical and horizontal. The ec 
centric is so designed that a certain point of the sleeve 
is always in contact with the inner wall of the out- 
side casing. This contact begins just beyond the port 
entrance for steam, and ends at a similar point on the 
opposite side near the port for exhaust. There is at 
all times, thereforé, an inclosed chamber into which 
live steam can enter. 

One of the most important points of this engine is 
the leverage which the steam pressure exerts on the 
shaft. A stream of water from a hose, traveling in an 
exactly horizontal line, will exert its greatest pressure 
directed against a wall when the wall is exactly verti- 
cal. If the wall should incline towards the nozzle, or 
away from it, the pressure of the water upon that wall 
would be less. The angle of 


greatest pressure, therefore, is 
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a true right angle. And that 
is what the pressure of steam 
has on the shaft fn this ro- 
tary engine at all times. 
There is no instant when it 
varies, because the moving 
point of contact, before Te- 
ferred to, always has the 
same relation or angle to the 
power shaft and the wall. 
On most stationary engines 
and railroad locomotives the 
angle is constantly changing. 
Indeed, there are two points 
in every revolution ‘where 
the. pressure of steam is 
helpless to move the piston 
—‘‘dead center,” it is called. 
eas Consider, now, what hap- 
Se pens when steam is admitted 
ee into the first cylinder. As 

it cannot escape, and must 
expand, the pressure causes 
the sleeve to grip the piston 
and move in the direction

Before going further into a description of 
this rotary engine it will be worth while 
to read something about the inventor. He is 
_ G. F. Moors, of Owensboro, Ky., a man about 
.50 years old; and he has worked upon this 
-._ one idea since early life. From his youth he 
has been naturally mechanically inclined and 
when hardly more than a boy he became 
imbued with the idea that some day he would 
turn out a practical rotary engine, despite 
the long procession of failures which had pre-

except a large cylinder, with the usual pipe connec- 
tions for steam, exhaust, the governor, etc. The outer 
cylinder is divided transversely into two compartments. 
Live steam is admitted first into one compartment and 
then into the other through semi-rotating double ports 
and a standard Corliss valve cut-off so adjusted that 
pressure is exerted upon one piston before it ceases 
upon the other. In this manner there is a continual 
flow of power. 

The really interesting part of the engine is inside 
the outer casing and this mechanism is absurdly simple 
—indeed, being no more complicated than the mechan- 
ism which operates a lawn mower, for instance.

supplied’ with steam from a boiler with a 
_ 2-ineh pipe... It operated at about 200 revolu- 
tions a minute with a 50 horsepower rating, using 1125 
cubic inches of steam to the revolution. The engine 
was ordinarily well loaded, pulling the laundry with 
80 pounds; boiler pressure. ' 

The experimental rotary engine pulled the laundry 
with its heaviest possible load with ,ease with 80 
pounds of boiler pressure and running less than 400 
revolutions a minute. It used to the revolution but 
170 ecubie inches of steam, which was supplied to it 
by a l-inch pipe and governor, which is equal to only , 
one-fourth the capacity of a 2-inch pipe) The demon- 
strators were compelled to reduce to the l-inch pipe in 
order to govern the engine, since the flow of steam re- 
quired by it was too small to be properly handled by 
a larger pipe and governor.

Another film shows an aged mountaineer sitting in his 
cabin door—his actual home—explaining the mystery of 
trapping to his’grandchildren. He takes up in turn the 
various traps in use today—as they were, also, when our 
grandfathers were boys—and stings them over his shoul- 
der. Accompanied by his grandchildren the old man 
starts off over the mountain; and sets his traps. Next ... 
morning the party returns to each trap. Luckily, Mr. 
Cline was able to get pictures of animals actually caught 
in nearly every trap. 


Follows all the operations of skinning, ‘scraping, dry- 
ing, curing, cutting and trimming, and all the processes 
in the primitive manufacture of a long fur coat.

They are a self-sufficient 
people and _ habitually 
shun the stranger, more 
from native shyness than 
from a want of hospitality, 
perhaps. To them the out- 
sider is an alien, a for- 
eigner who must be dis- 
trusted until he has lived 
among them a long time 
and fairly earned their 
confidence. It is perhaps 
due to this, more than 
anything else, that so lit- 
tle of what is truth and 
so much of what is ima zi- 
nation is known about 
them elsewhere. 


More of their real life 
is soon to become known 
through moving pictures. 
This is because one map 
has been interested enough 
to live among them so 
long that they trust him 
and are willing to help 
him in his undertaking. 
He is Walter M. Cline of Chattanooga, Tenn., who has 
spent much of the last seven years in the mountains 
remotest from towns and trains. Knowing his people, 
he was content simply to become one of them until a 
proper time before he produced his picture machirfe 
and began constructing scenarios.

“The thing I am doing is to preserve on films the 
curious customs I find. They will be of value to future 
generations, because they show the development of the 
mountain country from the earliest life as the white 
people knew it. 

“While these people in the remote spots are as primi- 
tive as anything you can imagine, they have a folklore 

* as rich as that of the Scottish Highlands. In fact, they 
are the descendants of Scotch and English settlers along 
the coast, who wandered into the mountains, and, a i: : 
good many of them, became lost. They carried the ls : i ae 
folklore with them, distorting it picturesquely to fit soe 2 "om 
localities—the same thing one finds with the folklore of 
any primitive people. 

“From this folklore I write little scenarios, and the 
players are the mountaineers themselves.

tersections on busy streets; also they in- 
stinctively use care in entering and 
leaving elevators in large office buildings 
and “watch their step’ In factories and 
other places where the commoner kinds 
of accidents are most likely to occur. 


Doubtless the movement, which is a 
comparatively new one, but which has 
grown to country-wide proportions, has 
been the means many times of saving 
life and limb. But a conversation of 
only a few minutes with Dr. L. R. Pad- 
berg, Coroner of St. Louis, will convince 
anyone that the phrase should be ampli- 
fied and made to embrace “Safety First 
in the Home.” It is in the home that a 
large proportion of the most distressing 
accidents, resulting in death and injury, 
occur; the fact that many of them are 
fatal is proved by a perusal of the rec- 
ords in the Coroner’s office. In the ma- 
jority of cases the victims are children. 

Coroner Padberg is a very busy man— 
it is preventable accidents in the home 
that help largely to-keep him busy—bu” 
he told a Post-Dispatch reporter the other day that be- 
fore he leaves office he hopes through moving pictures 
or other means to teach the fathers and especially the 
mothers of St. Louis how to better safeguard their 
small children. It has been done in other cities, the 
Coroner of Cincinnati recently having delivered lec- 
tures in which he was assisted by stage settings repre- 
senting the interiors of homes and by a man, a woman 
and a child, portraying the average father and mother 
and their baby. As the lecturer proceeded the actors 
showed in a striking way how a happy home can be 
turned into a grief stricken one just through a little 
neglect on the part of the parents. In one instance 
the mother lay in bed with her child and as if in sleep 
threw her arms over the baby’s face. This was to show 
how so many infants are smothered to death at night 
when allowed to sleep in the same bed with a parent. 
Then the lecturer explained how easily preventable 
this sort of accident was by declaring that by all means 
every..young child should be provided with a crib. 
Another scene showed a kitchen with pots supposedly 
boiling on the stove. In the room was a box, easily 
transportable by a young child, and the juvenile actor 
placed it against the stove and pulled one of the pots 
upon itself. This is an accident, entirely preventable, 
which occurs many times. 


The perils of gas stoves and open gas grates also 
was illustrated. In one scene a boy was shown turn- 
ing on a jet of a stove, allowing the gas to escape, 
and in another two youngsters were playing in front 
of a grate with a newspaper. One of+them, with a 
rolled up bit of paper in her hand, was igniting it 
from the flame in the grate. The lecturer dwelt upon 
ihe necessity of admonishing children, until it  be- 
comes a habit with them, to never touch any part of 
a stove and parents were warned never to allow their 
children to come into proximity to a grate when it is 
lighted. 

A St. Louis mother recently placed her baby in its 
go-cart and wheeled the yehicle onto a second floor 
landing, where she intended to leave the child for a 
few minutes so that it could obtain some fresh air 
while she busied herself with her housework. But in 
her hurry, or in a moment of forgetfulness, she neglect- 
ed to set the brakes on the go-cart; the wriggling of

In most 
instances they have been the result of parents’ care- 
lacencss in leaving matches within easy reach. Near 
ois own home, the Coroner declared, he has seen young 
members of a family emerge from the house and start 
a bonfire with matches. One of his inquests was over 


a small child who had carried matches from home 
and, true to the instinct of childhood to play with 
fire, 


had straightway gone to a haystack and set 
fire to it. The haystack was burned and 
the child with it. 


the work of the Coroner’s office in so far 
as accidents as well as suicides are con- 
cerned. Children have innocently been 
the victims in many of these cases. In- 
stances have come to the Coroner’s notice 
of where bottles containing deadly poi- 
sons but bearing no label whatever have 
been kept around homes. Bottles, though 
labeled, often are kept where childish 
fingers can reach them... In the newspa- 
pers are recorded deaths of children 
caused by drinking lye which the mother 
had neglected to put in a safe place. 
One of the deaths piaced on the records 
of the Coroner’s office not long ago, was 
that of a child who had drunk ammonia 
from a bottle, thinking it was soda water. 


What Coroner Padberg thinks is prob- 
ably the most inexcusable act of care- 
lessness on the part of parents is that 
of allowing children to get their hands 
on firearms, for more family tragedies 


‘ than any other. Publicity of such acci- 
dents in the press apparently has served but little to 
diminish them. If he carries out his plan to teach 


parents “Safety First in the Home” this is one 
of the things upon which the Coroner will lay 
the most. stress. 


The kinds of accidents enumerated are among the 
most common which occur around the home, but the 
Coroner thinks that most parents have not learned 
the necessity of teaching their children at the ‘first 
opportunity how to conduct themselves when on the 
streets, or in other words teaching them to “stop, look 
and listen.” By doing this, he beligves,-many deaths 
and injuries among the juvenile population from street 
car and automobile accidents could be avoided. He 
has done a little missionary work among school offi- 
cials and teachers in St. Louis himself by asking them 
to admonish the children to exercise the utmost care 
in coming to and from school, to avoid the street car 
tracks as far as possible and to see that no vehicles 
were approaching before they left the sidewalks. 


The latest report of the Coroner’s office shows that 
of 459 deaths which were caused by accident in St. 
Louis up to the close of 1914; nearly one-sixth, or 70, 
were those of children under the age of 10. The re- 
mainder were those of persons of ages ranging from 
10 to more than 80. These accidents, it must be re- 
membered, all resulted fatally, and are only a small 
proportion of those from which the victims recovered. 
A large proportion of the total, the Coroner believes, 
could have been prevented, especially those which oc- 
curred to the 70 children. 

“Recently,” the Coroner declared, “I collected from 
the newspapers of St. Louis alone all clippings which 
had to deal with accident cases. In just one week I 
had an accumulation of 50. I won’t attempt to say 
how many of them could have been prevented, but 
certainly many of them could, especially those which 
befell children. As I looked over these clippings the 
thought struck me that the toll of accidents of all 
classes when the whole country is taken into considera- 
tion, must be something appalling. If there are 50 
cases here in St. Louis in one week, 
the record in cities like New York and Chicago? And 
on top of those add the number which occur in all 
the other metropolitan centers of the country.”
